This application on pages 3-4 discloses three distinct ways to presently perform a color 
signal matrix adjustment. These three distinct species are respectively recited in claims 2-4. 
Species I - claim 2 
Species II - claim 3 
Species III - claim 4 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 5 and 6 are generic.
